Reuben's  wife  was  Bhoebe  May  Gorsline,  the 

daughter  of  Abraham  Gorsline  who  was  the  son  of  John  Gorsline  and  Jane  Cronk  who 

moved  up  fro  Newtown  N  Jf  .  to  Fish  Li».ke,  Ont.   It  is  not  certain  where  Phoetoe  May 

Gorsline  lived  prior  to  her  marriage  since  there  was  much  more  going  back  and  forth 

across  the  lake  than  would  be  supposed. 

Deborah  Way  and  John  Kotchapaw  had  10  children  (approximately)  b*t  we 

are  unsure  of  how  many  came  to  Ontario  with  their  parents.  At  any  rate,  it  was 

not  long  after  their  settlement  that  John  came  in  after  a  day's  work  to  announce 

thtit  he  felt  very  sick.  He  died  the  next  day.   Deborah  died  a  few  months  later. 
As  4  of  their  children  -  Hiram,  Deborah  Ann,  Matilda  and  Reuben  were  too  young  to 
look  after  themselves,  Rueben  B.  Way  (their  uncle)  and  Phoebe  took  them  in  and  they 
settled  at  Fish  Lake  where  Burt  and  Bill  Kotchapaw  now  farm.

Your  letter  of  July  k   should  have  been  answered 
before,  but  I  have  been  extremely  busy, 

I  am  enclosing  a  chart  of  the  Gorsline  family 
from  16^9  down  to  the  present  time.  The  numbers 
before  the  name  designate  the  generation  in 
America,  and  the  nuniber  following  the  generaticAi 
nunfcer  is  an  arbitrary  niintoer  given  to  the  person 
in  that  generation.   For  instance  you  will  find 
my  name  in  the  eighth  generation,  nuniber  3k   of 
the  generation,  T^e  star  before  my  name  designates 
the  lineage  so  that  it  can  be  traced  back  much  more 
easily. 

In  the  third  generation  you  find  the  Canadian  ante- 
cedent^#  They  moved  to  Canada  just  prior  to  the 
American  Revolution,  They  were  loyalists,  I  am 
sure  you  would  enjoy  corresponding  with  Brig,  Raymond 
Gorsline  of  Ottawa,  Canada,  His  address  is  22 
Downing  Street,  Ottawa,  Canada,  He  is  the  historian 
of  the  Canadian  branch  and  has  collaborated  with 
me  in  working  out  the  early  history  of  the  Gorslines, 
I  think  perhaps  you  know  of  him.  He  has  had  a  very 
distinguished  career  in  public  health  work.  I  under- 
stand was  in  charge  of  the  medical  department  for 
some  time  in  Canada.  ISy  efforts  with  the  Gorsline 
family  are  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  American 
line,  Samuel  Gorsline,  the  third  generation  number  6, 
was  killed  in  the  American  Revolution,  Two  of  my  sons 
have  graduated  from  the  United  States  Military  Academy, 
at  Annapolis,  Righard  graduated  in  '32.  In  '37  he  was 
killed  in  an  accident  while  he  was  training  an  enlisted 
man  to  fly,  ISy  only  other  son,  Samuel  Gilbert,  the  third, 
graduated  from  the  Naval  Acadennr  in  l^Iih?  served  on 
destroyers  during  the  second  world  WRTi  received  his 
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wings  two  and  one-half  years  ago,  just  returned  ftom 
a  nine  months'  stay  in  Korea  on  the  U,  S.  Carrier 
Phillippine  Seas.  He  made  7$   combat  missions  without 
a  mishap.  He  is  now  a  Senior  Lieutenant  in  the  Navy, 
received  his  Distinguished  Flying  ^ross  and  s±jc  air  medals, 
as  well  as  a  Centurion  Certificate  for  one  hundred 
successful  landings  on  the  same  Carrier  in  the  sane 
can^jaign.  He  is  now  taking  a  Post  Graduate  course  at 
Anacosta  Field,  Washington,  D.  C.  in  Naval  Intelligence. 
Needless  to  say  we  are  glad  to  have  him  back  from  the 
mess  in  Korea.
